It will be recalled that this action 
was tried last fall when the plain- 
tiffs, the (Maguires, sued for approx- 
imately $22,000.00 as an indemnity 
for loss in sinking a shaft on the pro- 
perty in the Saskatchewan (River val- 
lay, immediately west of the munici- 
pal golf links i this city. This claim 


was made under a lease in which the | 


brick company guaranteed coal at a 
depth of 110 feet, more or less. The 
plaintiffs contended that they sunk 


the shaft at a depth of 142 feet and | 


found no coal, and bored from the 
bottom of the shaft to a-depth of 260 
feet and etill found no saleable coal. 
Judgment was given in favor of plain- 
tiffs for the cost of the shaft and 
costs by Mr. Justice ives. 


After the trial the defendants de- | 


cided to bore from the bottom of the 
shafts themselves, and their drillers 
reported a seam 6 feet 


depth of 184 feet. It was this addition~- ! 


al evidence that the defendants sought 
to adduce, claiming that it material- 
ly affected the tasue in discrediting 
the evidence of the plaintiffs’ witrfess- 
es that no such seam was there. 
The application was argued before 
the appeal court this week by N. D 


Maclean of the firm of Short and) 


Cross on behalf of the defendants, 
and ‘hy . 1B. OWonnbr, K.C., and 
George Fy 'Van Allen of the firm of 
Van Allen, Gimpson and Co., solici- 
tors for the plaintiffs. An affidavit 
of J. A. Kelso, provincial analyst, was 
read, showing that the sample of the 
aix foot seam alleged to have been 
found by the defendants drillers test- 


ed 47 per cent. ash, and another af- 


fidavit was read, sworn ‘by Professor 
Pitcher, of the University of Alberta 
showing that all coal containing more 
than 35 per cent. ash had no commer- 
cla! value. It was also contended on 
behalf of the respondents, that even 
if the evidence of a seam of coal at 
184 feet were admitted, nevertheless 
such f would be immaterial, as 
<©oal was guaranteed at a depth of 110 
feet. 

This view was adopted by the court 
unanimously, and the application was 


dismissed with costs,

MOVIES SUBJECT 
OF RESOLUTION 
AT FEDERATION 


More Efficient Supervision of 
This Form of Amusement is 


Urged by Young People 


Rev. G. A. Clarke, who has been ap- 
pointed as governor-general of the 
Edmonton Young People’s Federation, 
opened the last session with an ad- 
dress to the members His message 
to the Kederation was much ayppreci- 
ated, 

At the conclusion of. the governor- 
general's speech. the premier, Mr. 
Brice introduced a resolution deal- 
ing with the movies In his epeech 
piesenting the resolution he made it 
clear that the governmert had no 
desires to suppress the movies. but he 
constdered that higher motives in cen- 
sorship were desirable, if the movies 
were to achieve any true result in edu- 
cation and fn art. 

The Opposition was eympathetio 
with the government upqn the main 
points of the resolution, and after an 
interesting discussion the house 
passed the resolution, in an amended 
form which read as follows: 

WHEREAS moving picture produe- 
tions of stage performances provide, 
by consent of the majority of the citi- 
zens of the Province of Avberta, a 
common form of entertainment; 

AND WHPRBPAS many such repro- 
ductions and the means of advertising 
them are ef such vicious nature that 
censorship is essential; 

BE IT THPREFORE RESOLVED: 

1, That there should be more ef- 
Meient sewpervision over this form of 
entertainment, 

2. That, in addition to the provin- 
cla) censorship board, a scheme should 
be devised whereby each municipality 
would have the right to exercise a cen- 
sorship. 

3. That the censors should have 
power to censor bill-board and news 
paper advertising. 

4. That the censors should have 
power to penalize a theatre or news 
paper for exhibiting any advertise 
ment having a demoralizing tendency 

6. That there should be no appea! 
from the decision of a censor exerc!s 
ing any power conferred on him by 
sections 8 and 4, or in any case where
